Field Day 1982 


Heard at 2100Z on 27 June: “Darn, it’s 
all over. Have to wait a whole year till we 
can do it again.” 

The single operating activity that 


draws the most amateurs is Field Day. 


This was the 46th annual event which is 
sponsored by the American Radio Relay 
League. And there is no other activity 
that calls for such teamwork and results 
in such camaraderie as Field Day. _ 
The purpose behind all the fun is to 
operate equipment away from normal sta- 
tion locations and minus commercial 
power. The 27-hour drill is “to meet the 
challenge of emergency preparedness,” 
according to the ARRL. 
Held the last full weekend each June, 
the Summer Classic pits the amateur and 
gear against the weather and fatigue. The 
beating sun--and biting bugs, balky 


generators and ‘“‘who forgot the fuses?”’ It: 


all adds up to: a good time was had by all. 
Underneath all the camping out or 


picnic-like atmosphere is a serious foun- 


dation. It all dates back to the early '30s. 
In those days, amateurs hauled bulky 


equipment to hilltops to communicate — 


with the outside as the valleys were 
flooded. — 

Through the years, the amateurs have 
become the communications “quick reac- 
tion force.” In practically every emergen- 
cy the amateurs are called upon by either 
city, state or federal officials. When other

@COUNTRIES OF THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE WILL GATHER IN GENEVA next month to 
determine how they will use the 12.2 to 12.7 GHz band for Direct Broadcast Satellites. The 
band was approved at the 1979 WARC. Consumer acceptance of DBS (TV direct from orbiting 
satellites) hinges on the size and cost of home installation. One meter dishes have been pro- 
posed and system costs of $350 are possible. The FCC has received objections to DBS from TV 
broadcasting companies fearful of the competition. The program menu will be pretty much like 
today's cable pay TV. The first wave of DBS firms is expected to add from 20 to 25 new TV 
channels at a monthly fee of about $20 per consumer. Big advantage is that expensive wiring 
(and system upkeep) is not necessary as in the case of cable TV! Also look for such innovations 
as HDTV (high definition television - twice as sharp picture quality), videotext (information ser- 
vices), stereophonic sound, audio channels carrying second languages, and closed captioning for 
the hearing impaired. There is already speculation that cable TV systems may ultimately be 
used primarily for home banking, television shopping, home security, picture telephone service 
and other 2-way needs once DBS becomes popular! An International Resource Development 
study forecasts over 15 million rooftop home earth stations by 1990! wW sy
